Anjfw. The giving an Account of Books is none of 
our Province, nor have we faid any thing on that 
Head for thefe {¢veral months; neither do we detign 
to trouble our felves to anfwer Queftions concerning 
any, but fuch as we judg willbe of Real Service to the 
Ace. As tothe Book now mentioned by our Querift, 
it ftands lefs in need of our Recommendation, than any 
that we have yet {poken of,as being patroniz'd by a Xe- 
verend Prelate of the Church of England ; but becaule our 
papers are generally read, we judg it will be truly 
Serviceable to the publick, to give a brief Account of 
this Valuable Piece, which hath been the produét ot ovr 
Author’s Vacant.Hours for fome years. 

As he has taken a different method from Roff?’s 
PAN SEBEIA, hehath alfo improved the Subject by 


Colleétions from later and better Authers, as Dr.Cave, 
Dr. Addijon, Dr. Lightfoot, Dr. Burnet, Mr. Ricaut and 
others whom he Quotes; and as to the different Seéts 
among our felves, he abfains frem /mvedives upon 
them, and fairly delivers their Principles, either trem 
their own confeffions, or the beft Authors he could 
meet with ; and this Charaéter we muft needs give this 
Author, that he hath been very curious and elaborate 
in his Enquiries, and no lefS modeft in his Accounts, 
being very far from advancing any thing Magiffer tally, 
er according to the manner of fome, with an air ot 
Infallibility. He divides kis book into Two Parts ; 
the firft containing the Principles, and the latter the 
Praétices of thofe of all Religions. His method is Re- 
ular and Natural; he begins with the Objeét of 14 orfhip, 
then he proceeds to the ¢lace and Time, next tothe 
Perfoms whe Officiate, and then concludes with the mazner 
and parts of tke Worfhip ; and onall thole Heads he 
gives us abundance of very Entertaining /nflavces, and 
nas taken a particular care to idform us of the déffer- 
ences betwixt. the Anréent and Modern jews, Heathens 
and Chriflians, both.as to Principles and Praélice: Aand 
there's this great advantage to be reapt from his me- 
thod, that under all the common heads of Religion and 
Morals we may at one View difcover wherein all the dif- 
ferent Ses, agree or difagree, and in what Vices or 
Vertues they equalize or exceed one another. He clotes 
his book with a Table of #erefizsand Errors, or at leaft 
(as he modeftly exprefles it) ditlerent Opiniens from 
What is afertel in a Column, contaiming the Dottrine 
of the Church cf England, which muft needs be of very 
great ufe ; for at one glance we may fee who they are 
that differ from that Doétrine, and wherein it 1s that 
they differ. 

He has alfo been"at great pains in collecting the 
different Creeds of all Nations amongft which he gives 
us that of Hobbes’s thus, viz. “I believe God is Almigh- 
“ty matter; that in him are thtee perfons he ha- 
“ving been thrice Reprefented on Earth : that it 1s te 
“ be decided by the Civil power whether he created 
all things elfe. That Angels ate not Incorporeal 
“fubftances but preternatural Impreffions on the 
. Brain of man ; that the Soul of man isthe Tempe- 

rament of his body, that the very liberty of will 


“in that Sow is phyiically neceflary; that the prime 
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Ipoken. Beiules their Religion, he gives us an ac. 


count of their manner of S.u/uration >» Recrettions, and
